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HINDENBVRG ASSUMES 
SHARE OF WAR BLAME 


Former Hun Military Chief Says He Was Responsi- 


ble for Acts Since August 29,1916. 


London, July 5.—Field Marshal von 


Hlndenburg, former chief of the Ger- 
man staff, declares that he is respon- 


. sible for acts of German main head- 


quarters since Aug. 29, 1916, and also 
the proclamations for former Emperor 
'William concerning the waging of 
warfare. He asks President Ebert of 
Germany to inform the allies to this 
effect, according to a Copenhagen 
dHpatch to the Exchange Telegraph 
company. 


SENDS MESSAGE TO EBERT. 


The field marshall arrived in Han- 


over on Friday, the dispatch states, 
and telegraphed the following mes- 
sage to President Ebert. 


"The signing of the peace treaty 


giveo me occasion for declaring that 
I am responsible for the decisions 
ar.d acts of main headquarters since 
Aug. 29, 1916 and also that all pro- 


. clamatlons and orders of his majesty, 
' the emperor and king, concerning the 


•waging of warfare were issueM upon 
my advice and upon my responsibility 
J beg you therefore to infoim the 
German people and the allied govern- 
ments of this declaration " 


SECOJTl) CONFESSION. 


The decision by Field Marshal von 


Hindenburg that he was responsible 
for acts committed by the Germans 
find for proclamations of the former 
emperor is the second to be made by 
a German leader since it was offi- 
cially announced that the allies pjr- 
poied to place on trial political and 
military leaders of Germany for caus- 
ing: the war for violations 
of 
the 


rules of warfare. 
The other leader, 


who assumed responsibility for the 
acts of Former Emperor William was 
Dr. Theobald von Eethmann-Hollwes, 
former German chancellor, who held 
office at the- beginning of the v>ar.

Coblenz, Friday, July 4 —\ salute 


o! foity-eight 
guns—one for each 


state in the Union—flashed out over 
Coblenz at noon today from tha an- 
cient walls of tho fortress of Ehren- 
breitsein, echoing up and down the 
Rhine and Moselle vallevs 
as the 


part of the armj's program In cele- 
brating the Fourth in Germany. 


This v. as the first time that Amer- 


ican artillery has barked from the 
famous forlress which tops the 400- 
foot rock promontory on the east 
bank of the Rhine opposite the point 
where the Moselle joins Germany's 
mon famous river. 
The salute was 


fired from 7o's of the se\enteenth 
field artillery and the roar of the 
same guns was heard before by Ger- 
mans who opposed the Second divis- 
ion at St. Mihiel in the Champagne 
and in the battle of the Argonne. The 
salvo today, however, did not dis- 
turb the Germans, as the army's plans 
were well advertised in the news- 
papers. 


The Fourth was celebrated through- 


c-ut the American occupied area to- 
day, 
all duty being suspended, ex- 


cept what was absolutely necessary. 
The afternoon was filled with ath- 
letic activities such as boxing, track 
meets and ball games and the evening 
was devoted to theatrical 
perform- 


ances and pyrotechnic displays at the 
headquarters of various units. 
For 


the Coblenz district, Ehrenbrelstein 
was again the center of attraction in 
the evening, the Seventeenth field ar- 
tillery putting on an exhibition of 
flrewoiks surparsing anything ever 
dreamed of by the Germans. Ameri- 
can, French, F,ngllsh and even Ger- 
man fireworks were used, consisting 
of colored rockets, parachute lights 
and flares which were used at night 
as signals 
in 
warfare., 
Rockets 


abandoned by the Germans after the 
armistice were used in this way. 


The Fourth engineers also staged a 


fireworks display on the east bank of 
the Rhine opposite army headquarters 
here, thousands of 
Americans and 


civilians lining the promenade along 
the river to watch the blaze of glory 
In celebration of American Independ- 
ence, 


Halifax, X. S, July 5—The giant

\VashingtoYi, July o.—Two Ameri- 


can destroyers were ordered today 
to proceed toward the Bay of Fundy, 
to leni any required assistance to the 
British dirigible R-34, which reported 
that she was fighting a headwind 
over Nova Scotia with her fuel supply 
getting low. 


The destroyers will put out from 


Boston with orders to establish radio 
communication with the dirigible as 
quickly as possible and also to keep 
in touch with the Ottercllff, Maine 
wireless station. 


MAY BE TAKE* IK TOW. 


Washington, July 5—The British 


dirigible R-34 has asked the navy de- 
partment if an American destroyer 
could meet her at the Bay of Fundy 
and take her in tow If required. 


The message was received at the 


department at 11 am., five minutes 
after one addressed to the British ad- 
miralty, reporting that the R-34's fuel 
supply was getting low. 
The ship 


was then flying across Nova Scotia 
against a strong headwind. 


THE REQUEST. 


The message to the a<r ministry 


which was intercepted at the Otter- 
cliff naval station, said:

Bay of Fundy and take his majesty's 
airship R-34 in tow?" 


Admiral William S. Benson, chief 


of naval operations, and acting sec- 
retary sent orders to the command- 
ant of the first naval district at Bos- 
ton after receipt of a message from 
Commander Zachary Lansdovvne, U 
S. N , who Is on the R-34, asking if 
destroyers could tow the dirigible tc 
port if necessary. 


Commander Lnnsdowne's message 


as well as a previous one from the 
airship reporting that she was over 
Nova Scotia, was flashed from Wash- 
ington to the air ministry at London 
with assurances that the American 
navy would render all possible as- 
sistance that was required.

The Inauguration of Senor Leguia

The 
provisional president claims that he 
lecclved 160,000 votes of the 200,000 
cast In the recent presidential elec- 
tion.

claimed, as a national holiday by Pres- 
ident Pardo.
